REPEATER NEWS.. --de WOMIN 


Things are moving along very well for the relocation of the EIDXA repeater 
transmitter site from the W4NIM GTH to the Marion water tower, sometime in 
August. The mew UHF antenna and coax were received some time ago and the 
VHF antenna and hardiine arrived just this last week. The main items that 
remain from a hardware standpoint are to have the antenna mount fabricated, 
retune the diplexers,; and acquire a lockable cabinet for the equipment. We 
have a line on a cabinet in Ottumwa that K@OJGH is checking out for us. Alsoys 
even though we have a verbal OK; we still want to get a written authorization 
from the Marion Water Department to share the facilities at the water tower 
with the CAP. The last thing we want to happen is to be all installed and the 
find out they changed their mind. 


It seems that the new location at the water tower is going to be great. Last 
Sunday (July 16th); NUOP and WOWP went to the top of the tower to look over 
the planned location of the antennas. Besides being a super ground plane, 
Steve commented that he could see forever im all directions. Tom commented 
that the top of the tower is very slippery, and it drops off very fast. 


Gur goal is to move the repeater transmit site sometime during the month of 
August. In arder to minimize the repeater down time; we will initially get all 
of the antennas and coaxes installed and checked out with the CAP equipment 
at the water tower. When that has been accomplished, we will then move the 
UHF link and VHF transmitter equipment from the W4NIM location, hopefully 
over a single weekend. Standby gangs with the new higher gain antenna and 
the new locations we should see a significant improvement in the repeater’s 
coverage. 


And a final note...... Hats off and a special note of thanks toa Bob Hill (W4NIM) 
who has allowed the EIDXA repeater transmitter to remain at his home since 
it was put on the air back in 1981. Bob has mot only provided space for both 
the transmitter in his shack and the antenna on his tower, but he has paid 
the electric bill for all these years as well. All of this is in addition to 
working with K@VM on maintaining the transmit site. Thank you Bobs and good 
luck on your upcoming adventure. 


Have you explored the WARC bands yet? These interesting new bands have 
quite a bit af good DX on them. Some even count for DXCC. An easy way to 
work a few easy ones on these bands is to check out the WARC-FEST ’89 on Sept 
10. Yes; this is a contest but DXers are known to contest occasionally. This 
is a short contests only & hourss from 18Z to 24Z on the 1@th. Frequencys are 
limited tao the 3 WARC bands (24.899-24.999, 18.0468-18.168, 19.199-19.159). 

Only two categories: 1) CW only 2) Mixed. 

The exchange is as follows: 1) Operator’s first name 2) GTH (ARRL section or 
Canadian province or DXCC country) and 3) Antenna type (single word descriptors 
e.g. dipole, sloper; yagis quads etc.) 

Special conditions. 1) A 1 hour time period minimum per band. 2) Stations may 
be contacted once per band-mode. 3) Existing restrictions on WARC band use 
must be abserved. i.e. license classs Power, etc. 

Official forms for an SASE to Texas DX Societys PO Box 549291, Houston, TX 
77254-9291. Logs need not be submitted, but they do want summaries of 
contacts by band, section, time. It sounds like it would be smart to get their 
forms. 


The weekend of 20 May saw the first failure in the repeater since | moved here 
(Sept 67). Two items require some thought and comment, 


First, the system has been very reliable. So much so; that we take it far 
granted and have become dependent on it. The realization that 10 mile paths 
were not easy when done simplex were sobering to say the least. The 
convenience of grabbing the handi-talki anywhere in the house and responding to 
a call no langer existed. Extra trips to the basement shack to acknowledge a 
call left their mark on operator and stairs alike. In a words I have grown very 
dependent on the repeater and miss it when 1t 1s not there. 


Second, the reliability of the repeater system is no accident. The diligent folks 
who thrive on the gentle care-and-feeding of repeater systems quietly go about 
their business and one never knows they are there. Kudos are due these folks 
for giving us an absolutely GREAT repeater.

This year, the SCDXA will be participating in the famous April "Phantom Pileup." 
We will select a band crowded with signals, such as 1%; 15; or 2@ meters; and 
choose a time of day when propagation is open to as many corners of the world as 
possible. For sake of discussion, let us say 2@-meter SSB on 14.195 Mhz. All we 
have to do 1s pretend that a very desirable DX station is active there and act 
accordingly.
